or Congress Given 


Approval by Senators 


Boost $2,500 
Less Than 
House Voted 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 #W — 
‘Senators voted themselves a 50 
|per cent pay raise today, from $15,- 
000 a year to $22,500. The vote was 
62-24. 

The prevailing argument was 
that living costs have gone up, 
‘and it wouldn’t do to keep the pay 
so low that only a rich man could 
‘serve in Congress. 


ADJUSTMENT 


The Senate bill will have to be 
adjusted with a more liberal one 
voted by the House last week 283- 
118. The House voted to raise Con- 
gress members to $25,000. 

Both bills continue a $3,000 in- 
come tax exemption granted mem- 
bers on the grounds they must 
maintain two .homes. Both bills 
also would raise Vice President 
Nixon and House Speaker Rayburn 
from $40,000 a year to $45,000. 

During Senate debate, Sen. 
Knowland (R-Calif) said few peo- 
ple “have any idea of the burdens 
carried by a senator.” 

He noted that nine members had 
died in the last Congress, and said 
“we have no vacations’ and “‘it 
is very. seldom we spend less than 
}12 or 14 hours in a working day.”

Knowland said he was sure the 
people did not want to turn the 
Senate into a “rich man’s club” 
and make it impossible for anyone 
to serve who does not have outside 
income. 

Sen. Lehman (D-Lib, NY) said 
he was financially independent and 
the proposed pay raise would be 
“virtually meaningless’ to him. 
Nevertheless, he said, he felt that 
he must voté for higher salaries 
“in justice to my colleagues, in 
fairness to the Congress and in 
consideragion of the best interest 
of the country.”

Tax Cut Backers Defy Ike 
Blast, Set Showdown Vote

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower sternly de- 
nounced as highly irresponsible 
today Democratic proposals for a 
$20 a person tax cut. 


Democratic congressional lead- 
ers promptly defied him. They 
moved ahead in an effort to pass 
the bill in the House tomorrow or 
Friday and bring it up in the Sen- 
ate next week. 

The President told his news con- 
ference that the proposal for an 
individual tax cut beginning next 
Jan. 1 represented ‘‘some kind of 
heights in fiscal irrespongibility”’ 
when the budget remained out of 
balance. He indicated strongly 
he would veto the cut if necessary 
and feasible. 


ATTACHED AS RIDER 


House leaders responded heat- 
edly and moved swiftly for a 
showdown. The rules committee 
sent to the House floor for debate 
tomorrow a measure containing 
the individual tax cut as an 
amendment to an administration 
measure extending for one year 
present corporation and excise 
tax levies.. A final vote may be 
taken late tomorrow or Friday. 


The President said the Demo- 
crats lacked the courage to put 
up their individual tax cut as a 
separate bill on its own merits. 
They had attached it instead to 
an administration measure ex- 
tending present corporation and 
excise taxes. They did this, he 
said, on the theory that nothing 
could be done about it in an om- 
nibus bill. 


As a partial answer to Eisen- 
hower’s criticism, the Democrat- 
ic - controlled rules committee

Kennan 


George Kennan, one of the na- 
tion’s real experts on Russia, de- 
veloped the policy of containment. 
A career man, he had had three 
tours of duty in Russia. After 
the war, when relations deterio- 
rated, General Bedell Smith was 
sent to Moscow as ambassador. 
The idea was that he, because 
he knew Marshal Zhukov, and 
others of the Soviet military, 
might be able to re-establish the 
war-time cooperative basis. But, 
by this time Stalin had sent Zhu- 
kov into virtual exile. That mys- 
terious, terrible man was mov- 
ing toward another purge. . . 
Only death stopped him, and it. 


For a time in 1949 Harry Tru- 
man and the State Department 
considered maintaining only a 
charge d’affairs in Moscow. But, 
at last George Kennan was made 
ambassador. Highly trained, in- 
telligent, fluent in the language, 
Kennan became. internationally 
known in praia circles as 
early as 1947. 

In July of that year Foreign Af- 
fairs published his ‘Sources of 
Soviet Conduct.” In it he rec- | 
ommended that with Russia we 
follow ‘‘a policy of firm contain- 
ment, designed to confront the 
Russians with unalterable coun- 
ter-force at every point where 
they show signs of encroaching 
upon the interests of a peaceful 
and stable world.”’ 

It was his idea that such a pol- 
icy, vigorously maintained, would 
“promote tendencies which must 
eventually find their outlet in 
either the breakup or the gradual 
mellowing of Soviet power.”’ He 
had in mind strong points which 
could, and would, resist the ex- 
pansive imperialism of the Sov- 
iets. The plan was never inflex-

Kennan, however, incurred the 
wrath of Stalin some months 
after he was made ambassador. 
He returned to this country to be 
met by the blind folly of those 
Republicans who were claiming 
the Democrats, Truman and 
Acheson were traitors. McCar- 
thy shouted against Kennan and 
any who had served in Russia. 
He almost persuaded the then 
fearful administration to refuse 
to use Charles Bohlen, another 
of our career men experienced in 
Russian history and methods, 
whose experience and knowledge 
has been our one great asset in 
the Soviet tensions of our time. 

When Stalin died, for example, 
and the Russians began to do ex- 
actly what Kennan had predicted 
with sound logic—we did not have 
an ambassador in Moscow. Ken-

Bohlen was defending himself 
against McCarthy. 

Now, in 1955, the Eisenhower 
administration has abandoned its 
rollback—and is employing the 
Kennan policy of containment.

Thousands of Chinese Evacuating 


Red-Menaced Nanchishan Island 


TAIPEI, Thursday, Feb. 24 (p— 
Official Nationalist Chinese sources 
said today that thousands of Chi- 
nese are evacuating Corthmunist- 
threatened Nanchishan Island, 140 
miles northwest of Formosa. 

An estimated 4,000 evacuees 
from Nanchishan are expected to 
arrive in Formosa shortly, these 
sources said. 

Nanchishan, northernmost out- 
post of the Formosa bastion, is lo- 
cated about 25 miles off the Com- 
munist-held mainland midway be- 
tween Matsu and the Tachens, 
which were evacuated with the 
support of the U.S. Seventh Fleet. 

A Nationalist “evacuation com- 
mittee’ said Nationalist bombings 
of Red-neld islands around Nanchi- 
shan might cause an official black- 


Nanchishan evacuees in Formosa. 
A Nationalist air force commu- 
nique said three waves of Nation- 
alist bombers lashed at Peilung 
and = Chitou today, destroying 
“many” gun positions and sink- 
ing one Red ship. Peilung and 
Chitou are Red-held islets about 12 
miles north of Nanchishan. 
Sabrejets of the Nationalist air 
force patrolled the Formosa 
Strait yesterday for the first time 
in a challenge to Communist jet 
forces massing on the mainland. 
The air force announced it had 
thrown its Sabres into action on 
the sixth day of non-stop air at- 
tacks on the Communists north 
of Formosa. Nationalist bombers 
were credited with the probable 
destruction of one sizable ship

and damage to another. 
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The action centered around Tai 
Island, 120 miles north of Formo- 
sa. The Communists have been 
building up forces there ap- 
parently for an attack on nearby 
Matsu or Nanchishan Island. 

A late communique said the 
Nationalist bombers destroyed 
many Communist gun positions on 
Tai and the nearby Peichi Is- 
lands.' Communist planes came 
up from Tachen and Toumen but 
their interception efforts failed 
and all bombers returned safely. 

The air force gave no details 
of the Sabrejet patrol, indicating 
the Communists stayed safely 
out of their reach. They scored a 
13 to 1 victory over the Migs in 
Korea. The Nationalists had been 
flying Thunderjet fighter-bombers 
and older planes.

Britain Is Gaining 
In Atomic Program 


In a government white paper, Great 
Britain casually discloses that she has 
solved the secret of the hydrogen bomb 
and forthwith will proceed to build it. 
Defense Ministér Harold MacMillan is 
confident that it vastly improves Britain's 
chances for defending herself against 
atomic destruction. 

No less significant, however, is the 
rest of the contents of the paper—devoted 
primarily to the peacetime development 
of atomic energy for power production. 

Another British white paper announces 
more and more concentration on nuclear 
naval power and weapons. 

By 1965—10 years from now—Britain 
expects to be producing about one-fourth 
of her power needs from atomic energy. 
Twelve nuclear power stations will be 
built by private industry for the publicly 
controlled electric authorities who will 
own and operate them. 

The program will cost the government 
about $840,000,000. The amount of elec- 
tricity that will be generated—between 
1,500,000 and 2,000,000 kilowatts—rough- 
ly equals that produced with 6,000,000 
tons of coal. One ton of nuclear fuel will 
produce as much energy as 10,000 tons 
of coal. Production costs and the price of 


electricity will be approximately the 
same as from coal. 7 
Britain’s decision to go ahead with 


atomic power plants followed the success- 
ful completion of the first plant in north- 
ern England that will soon be in opera- 
tion. By-products of plutonium and heat 
will offset the cost of plant construction. 

“Nuclear energy is the energy of the 
future,” the white paper states. Present 
plans indicate that Britain will be able 
to vastly expand its industrial potential 
as a result of nuclear power. With coal 
production static, this is a good thing, es- 
pecially since the government estimates 
that power demands will grow at a tre- 
mendous rate in the next few years. The 
nuclear stations will supplement coal and 
make up the deficiency. 

The paper clearly shows that Britain 
is not dragging her feet in developing 
atomic energy for peaceful uses. Both 
Britain and Russia, according to the ex- 
perts, are years ahead of the United 
States in that field. While we may be 
ahead in the atomic armaments race, we 
can still lose the cold war and our world 
markets by neglecting power potential of 
atomic energy. 

While we argue about Dixon-Yates 
and who will control atomic power produc- 
tion, the British are going right ahead in 
building atomic power plants.

School Investigation 


Should Be Done Right 


Barring a veto by the governor, which 
act seems unreasonable, a commission will 
be appointed to study the Atlanta and 
Fulton County school systems. 

The idea was introduced by the Fulton 
delegation at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and approved by that body. 
Selection of commission members will be 
a responsibility of the delegation. 

Education today is one of the most im- 
portant functions of local government. It 
also is one of the most expensive. Fxpan- 
sion of city and county schools to keep 
pace with the growth of the area is a 
necessity, even if it means more taxes. 
Taxes, however, are hard to raise unless 
the taxpayers are reasonably well con- 
vinced that they are getting their money's 
worth. , 

In systems as large as Atlanta’s and 
Fulton County’s there is bound to be some 
waste, though each system has an excel- 
lent administrative record. Fat accumu- 
lates inevitably in every organization, and 
well-run businesses are surveyed periodi- 
cally to make sure they are in fighting 
trim and that full value is received for 
each dollar spent. 

The school study assuredly. will be 
aimed at cutting out waste and frills. 
Certainly, the commissioners should be 
appointed on a basis of administrative and 
investigative experience rather than for 
political reasons. The commission might 
even employ one of the many firms that 
Specializes in streamlining business and 

government organizations. A few well- 
spent dollars in that direction will mean 
the saving of thousands of dollars later.

As far as we are concerned he 
could bring Chou En-lai and Mao Tse-tung 
along with him. Let them all pay us a 
visit and have a look at a country which 
wants an honorable peace. 


The Chicago Democrats 


Are Back in Business 


County Clerk Richard J. Daley got the 
most votes in the Chicago Democratic 
primary and will be the party’s candidate 
for mayor. He likely will be elected, al- 
though great efforts will be made in be- 
half of former Democrat Robert E. Mer- 
riam, who turned Republican and won 
that party’s nomination. The election is 
set for April 5. 

Clerk Daley defeated Mayor Martin 
Kennelly, who ran as an independent 
when his party failed to renominate him. 
Bitter, aloof from party affairs, Kennelly 
apparently had developed a great liking 
for the office if not his party. 

There was national significance in the 
news. 

In the election of 1951 
County Democratic organization was ob- 
viously disorganized, lacked leadership 
and strength. Now Jake Arvey, who never 
seemed to be interested in organization, is 
on the sidelines.

The Highways Finally

This was inconsiderate but bearable 
before the days of paved highways, speedy 
automobiles and mounting traffic fatali- 
ties. In the Georgia counties that prized 
the rights of a cow to follow her natural 
bent above human life, wandering kine 
caused death after death. 

One by one the counties clamped down 
on their livestock. Tourism was more 
profitable than cattle raising, and tourists 
began to avoid Georgia’s cattle infested 
roads in droves. : 

Finally only two counties remained 
that refused to discriminate against the 
rights of their cows. They were Long in 
South Georgia, and of all places, Fulton. 
Now the General Assembly has clamped 
down on Long and Fulton, though in the 
latter county the question was purely an 
academic one. 

The battle of the cow and the automo- 
bile at last is ended. For many years it 
was an uphill fight, but the victory finally 
was won by the just.

Why Hide Light of the Atom 
Under Bushel of Secrecy? 


A Detroit utility executive had to talk like a Soviet commissar the 
other day in testifying before the Joint Congressional Atomic Energy 


Committee. 


Instead of speaking out in dollar and cent terms, he had 
to confine himself to a percentage of a secret figure. 


The Russians 


do the same thing on a broader scale, because with them even food 


production is a state secret. 


It wasn't the fault of Walker Cisler, who appeared as chairman 
of the management committee of Atomic Power Development Asso- 
ciates—of which the Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co. and the Wis- 
consin Electric Power Co. are a part. It was simply because of the 
blanket of secrecy we have wrapped around the atom. 


Mr. Cisler protested that prices 
fixed by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission for nuclear fuels produced 
as byproducts of reactors built by 
private industry were 50 per cent 
too low and provided no incentive 
to private industrial groups like 
his. 

Whether the prices are too low, 
we can’t say. Only those few per- 
sons intimately familiar with 
atomic processes and also cleared 
to receive secret data have any 
basis for judgment. 

But why the secrecy? 

Here is a peactime program. Its 
goal is production of commercial 
electric power. The byproduct 
prices don’t represent actual cost 
of production. They are arbitrarily 
set to provide a subsidy for pri- 
vate companies that undertake 
costly experimental p. »crams. The 
results may contribute substanti- 
ally to over-al) atomic knowledge 
but yield no profits to the com- 
panies concerned. Under such citi 
cumstances a subsidy is justified 
if the companies find they need it. 

In current hearings, members of 
the joint committee have voiced 
apprehension lest policies of the 
AEC are di industrial 
participation in the atomic © pro- 
gram. They hailed recent an- 
nouncement by Consolidated Edi- 
son Company of New York that it 


planned to build a privately fi- 
nanced nuclear power plant on the 
Hudson river neu. Peekskill — a 
30 to 40-million-dollar installation 
capable of generating enough elec- 
tricity to serve a city of 250,000. 
But they questioned whether other 
companies might not jump in if 
the AEC would “take the wraps 
off.”’ 


Part of the answer might be 
found in testimony given by a 
physicist who formerly directed 
the classification of AEC informa- 
tion, determining the amount of 
secrecy to attach to each set of 
data. 

Secrecy, said Dr. James G. 
Beckerley, is self-defeating except 
in the few areas where clear gains 
in national security can be 
achieved. It keeps information 
from scientists who could use it to 
America's benefit, and it does not 
appear to deter the nuclear arm- 
ing of Soviet Russia — which is 
the purpose of secrecy. 

“Control of materials provides 


adequate protection to the public 


safety,”’ he said. “Control of in- 
formation provides an unnecessary 
additional safety factor.” 
Certainly it’s silly to keep a set 
of prices secret—especially when 


for the honor. What is more heart- 
warming than a field of daisies?

NEW YORK, Feb. 23 (#—FBI) 
Director J. Edgar Hoover says| 
sex criminals constantly are being 
turned out of jail to prey again 
on the nation’s children, and only 
united community action can solve 
this growing problem. 


Hoover, writing in the’ current 
issue of American Magazine, says 
sex offenses reached an all-time 
high in 1953 and “the degenerate 
Sex offender looms today as a 
menace to the safety and well- 
being of every boy and girl in 
America.” 

He urged more watchful care 
and training by parents, and a 
more “realistic’’ attitude toward’ 
sex offenders by law enforcement 
authorities. 


‘The prevalent practice,” he 
said, ‘‘is to handle such an offend- 
er like any other criminal and to 
punish him according to the grav- 
ity of his crime, rather than to 
give him a psychiatric examina- 
tion or medical attention .. . 

“Nothing could be less realistic 
than this idea, embodied in many 
laws and implemented by many 
judges, that the sex offender 
should be treated like any other 


criminal. 

“Police records all over the 
country show that punishment 
alone almost never reforms such 
an offender. Hardly a day passes 
that a serious crime Is not com- 
mitted somewhere by a degener- 
ate who, in .the past, has been 
convicted over and over again for 
Similar crimes.”’ 


He said courts and probation au- 
thorities frequently treat ‘“‘mad de- 
generates” as if they were minor 
offenders, and such criminals are 
frequently released ‘‘when they 
have no more right to be at lib- 
erty than mad dogs have.”

sider it unprofitable to make) 
this bid: with only four points 
in high cards. East made his 
presence known with a bid of 
two clubs and South showed his 
second suit. North returned to 
two spades and South expecting 
somewhat more from partner

West opened the four of clubs,

West ruffed the return lead, 
and, in compliance with partner's 
request, returned a heart.

West had missed his chance 
to defeat the contract when he 
returned the low heart. Real- 
izing that dummy contained a 
high club, West should have ar- 
ranged to cash two heart tricks 
before attempting to get his sec- 
ond ruff. The winning defense 
would have been to cash the king 
of hearts and then lead a heart 
to East’s ace. Now the defense 
will have collected four tricks 
and when the club comes back 
declarer is helpless.
